myself—well, I guess Rip, in "Great 
Expectations,' will about fit, because 
'Rip wor brought up by hand, sor; and 
a mighty hard hand.' 


W h a t a fool mixitire this has all bf^n! 
How true it is that 'in married life and 
married l®ve, there's nae room for two.' 
How 
easily this all might have been 
avoided. 
And to think .that now those 
who are, at least, as guilty morally as 
myself, should pose before the world as 
victims of my deception. 
That they

"ROPING AND CUTTING OUT." 


I n winter the cowboys have not much t o 
do. 
The cattle roam over the plains at wiU, 
"hustling" lor their living, as it is called, 
that is, picking it up through the snow. 
They run down t o skin and bone, and 
m a n y 
freeze and starve t o death. 
Dtiring these 
months the herder is in whiter quarters. 
With the appearance of the grass in spring 
his activity begins. 
All the cattle are 
branded with their owner's mark. 
It is the 
work of the boys to select each man's out, 
lasso them as shown in the picture, and gather 
them in a herd to themselves. It is a work of 
difficulty and danger, with the wild, long- 
horned cattle; but the horses are trained to i t 
The rojxi is twenty to thirty feet long. The 
end of it is in a sUp noose. 
This must be 
aimed and thrown exactly around the cow's 
botiu.

It is from lassoing of cattle that the ex- 
pression ' 'to rope in" comes. 


Another gi-eat occasion is the "rounding 
up."

The 
picture shows the cowboys' dinner at a round 
up. 
Yet ani^ther gi-eat time is when the 
calves are branded. 


The life is full of wild excitement and 
danger. 
Some of the huge herds mount far 
up into the thousands in munber. Six months 
in the year the herders are quite aw ay from 
any of the influences of civilization. 
It Ls not 
strange that they become just what an imre- 
strained 
life, under 
such 
circumstances, 
would make them. 
When they are paid off 
the first thing many of them do is to go and 
spend e\rery cent of their eamiug>> in gam- 
bling, and for the chain lightning fii-e water, 
that is the staple in the westena border 
towns. 


Jhis is said to be the beginning of one of the 
\mtamed cattle man's melodies, though I 
I never heard him sing it: 


' ""Oh, I'm a jolly cowboy, 
my age just 
twenty-three, 
My home is in the saddle, my life is wild 
and free. 


There is no happier life, my boys, as you all 


well do know, 
Than riding after cattle, on the plains of 
Mexico.

F o r t W a y n « City ITomisr Mens* 
C b r i s t i a n • Association. 


The parlors of the Railroad Young 
Mens' Christian Association were well 
filled last night with gentlemen, includ- 
ing several of our city pastors, who had 
been invited to meet to consider the ad- 
visability of organizing a city Young 
Mens' Christian Association. E. D. In- 
gersoll, of New Tork, the railroad secre- 
tary of the international committee, was 
present by request and was called to 
preside. C. H. Newton was oho«en sec- 
retary. A constitution for a city asso- 
ciation was presented, and after consid- 
erable discussion and some amendments 
adopted. 
The following 
board of 
officers was elected: 


President—E. A. K. Hackett. 
Vice-Presidents—E. S. Philley, Prof. 
S. E. Smith, W. T. Ferguson and Au- 
gust Detzer. 


Secretary—C. H. Newt«n. 
Treasurer—W. F. Reitze. 
The plan of organization provides for 
a broad and general work. 


1. For the young men of the city in 
general in the city association. 


2. For the railroad men in the rail- 
road department. 


3. For the college young men in the 
College association. 


For German speaking yotmg men 
in the German department. 


The railroad department, is now in full 
and sucdessful operation. 
Its form of 
organization has always been such as to 
foreshadow its present relation, a rela- 
tion which experience has proved the 
b eat possible |for all its interests, viz: 
As a department of a city Y. M. C. A., 
and not as an indépendant organization 
necessitating a double canvas for the 
support of the two associations. 
The 
first vice president of the city organiza- 
tion is constituted the chairman of the 
executive committee of the railroad de- 
partment and that executive committee 
to be appointed by the president of the 
city association and to be confirmed by 
the city board of directors. 
All the 
standing committees of the railroad de- 
partment are to be appointed by its own 
chairman and executive committee. 


This leaves the organization of the 
railroad department exactly as it was ex- 
cept that it is now a railroad depart- 
mentjof the city association. 
The last 
advice given to Secretary D. F. More by 
the international 
committee at New 
York City two yeais ago when he was 
sent on by them, was to form the organi- 
zation as it has been and to hold it in 
readiness for the perfecting of the rela- 
t ion which it now sustains. It has been 
Mr. More's privilege to remain in the 
work here just long enough to see his 
original plans accomplished. 


The college association of the Fort 
Wayne M. E, college has been in exist- 
ence for several years. 
It is represent- 
ed in the city organization by one of its 
members, Pref. S. E. Smith. 
The Ger- 
man department is yet in the future. 
Such a department is in successful oper- 
ation in several cities having large num- 
bers of German speaking young men. 
This is the case in St. Louis, New York, 
Milwaukee and ten other cities. 
August 
Detzer as vice-president, represents this 
important and quite numerous class of 
our young men, and it is hoped that a 
demand will arise before long for special 
work along that line. 


Any member paying dues in any de- 
partment will have the usual member- 
ship privileges ©f the City Association 
rooms, where such are provided, but the 
dues will lie expended in and for the de- 
partment to which he belongs.

PASRTAIlCFF.
